He reports that the Mar- 
quis of Sales, and M. Piccone Collonel 
of a Regiment of Deigocrs were kill’d ; that the 
Chevalier de Soiffons, Nephew to Prince Eugene, 
was dangeroufly wounded, that the Befiegers had 
cut down the Olive-trees to make Fafcines, and that 
the Befieged feem'd refolv’d to make a vigorous De- 
fence. The 15th, 120 French Officers, who had 
been taken Prifoners, were exchang’d ; but fome, 
who could not pay their Debts, are ftill detain’d for 
that reafon. 
From the Amft. and I cid. Gazettes, dated Sept. 1. 
From the Army of the Allies before Toulon, Aug. \4- 
The 5th, we finifh’d our Batteries on the Right, and 
continued to work on thofe on our Lefc. All that 
Day the Enemy fir’d hard upon us from their Can- 
non and Mortars, but without much Execution. The 
étb, all our Works on the Right were finifh’d, and 
we work’d very hard to perfect thofe on the Left, 
that we might joyn them together, to cover our 
Batteries. The Befieged continu’d to fire vigoroufly 
on us from their Artillery, and that Day we had 10 
Men kill'd, and fome wounded : Among the former 
were a Captain of the Heflian, and a Lieutenant 
of the Imperial Troops. "We had then but 3 Pieces 
of Canton on our Batteries, and we faw the Enemy 
working with gceat Diligence to place a great many 
Cannon on a large Ship that lay in the Port, from 
whence they might ecafily fire at us over the levell 
Grounds. Several Deferters came that Day to us, 
and reported, that Count Medavi was expected, 
and that the Marfhal de Teffe was forming an Army 
neat Marfeilles. The 7th, we perfected our Batte- 
ties, and tho’ we had not plac’d all our Cannon on 
them, we began to fire upon the foremention’d Ship 
and on a Fort on the Sea-fidé. We join’d our Works 
tocover our Batteries, and it was refolv'd to enlarge 
our Battery on the Right. Collonel Pfefferkorn was 
fent out with 200 Horfe towards the neighbouring 
Mountains, to forrage ; he found there fome of the 
Enemy’s Troops, with the Peafants in Arms, who 
immediately fir’d upon him: But he anfwer'd their 
Fire very vigoroufly, and intirely defeated them ; 
and then attacking the Enemy’s regular. Troops, 
killd feveral of them on the Spor, and took a Lieu- 
tenant Prifoner, whom he brought to the Camp, ha- 
Ving had in this Action bur 2 Men kill’d and fome 
wounded. He found a great deal of Forrage in the 
Mountains, but it being very difficule to bring it off 
by reafon of the Defilees, and becaufe the Peafants 
in the Neighbourhood had taken up Arms, Colonel 
Amour was detach’d with 400 Foot and 200 
Horfe, to exhort them to lay down their Arms, and 
to return to their own Homes. The 8th, Orders — 
were given to raife 2 new. Batteries, of 20. Cannon 
each, behind our Intrenchments. That Day we 
teceiv'd Advice that 6 Battallions, detach’d from the 
Netherlands, had join’d the Enemy's Army. The 
9th, the Befieged made ‘a Sally, bur ‘were repuls’d 
with Lofs ; mean while they, made a great fire fram 
their Cannon and.

Day, reported that the 11th 15 Battalions arriv’d 
in their Camp ; fo that they have now 60 Batralli- 
ons to defend the Place, moft of which are encamp’d 
in the Intrenchments; and that they expect yer 
more Troops from Germany and Rouilillon. Orders 
are given for raifing 2 Batteries more to batter the 
Forts on the Sea-fide. Yefterday and to Day we have 
continu'd to carry on our Works, and to perfect our 
Batteries, that we may attack the Place by Sea and 
Land. We are now actually battering Fort Sr. 
Louis, the 2 Ships, and the Town. The Befieged 
make a very great Fire upon us, fo thar we hear 
the Report of 100 Cannon and Mortars at a Time ; 
but they do litle Execution. When we come to be 
Mafters of the Forts St. Louis and St. Margaret, 
we fhall have a free Communication with the Fleer, 
which lies at Anchor atthe Entrance of the Road 
of Toulon. Deferters report, that Count Medavy 
lies-encamp’d with a Body of Horfe, and with fome 
Foot’ and Militia, near Brignoles ; but Count Feltz 
keeps a watchful Eye on him. # brad 
Amfterdam, Sept. 2. Letters from Toulon of the
